-The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  In  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  recently  approved  a  suggestion 
brought  by  C.  C  Warren.  Char¬ 
lotte,  N.  C.,  that  the  Advance  por¬ 
tion  of  the  .Cooperative  Program 
be  dedicated  to  Dr  M.  The  roc 
Rankin,  Porter  Routh,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  announced. 

"It  Is  expected  that  a  total  of 
18.192,000  (or  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  will  be  received  hy  the 
middle  of  November,  and  all  In 
excess  of  that  will  go  19  per  cent 
to  foreigh  missions,  and  S  per 
cent  to  home  mi  salons,  "Routh  said. 

“This  meant  that  churches  wish¬ 
ing  to  give  to  this  Advance  pro¬ 
gram,  some  of  them  perhaps  an 
extra  surplus  they  might  have 
in  their  budget,  should  send  R 
in  to  their  state  offices  before 
December  1. 

“By  sending  to  aa  extra  offer¬ 
ing.  this  win  mean  advance  for 
state  causes,  as  welt  aa  for  the 
Foreigh  Mission  Board  and  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  because  the 
states  divide  all  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  funds  befort  sending  in  btoir 
share  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  causes  through  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  Dr.  Rankin 
realised  there  must  be  advance  to 
state  missions  and  Christian  ed¬ 
ucation  U  there  were  to  be  aa 
advance  in  home  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sions,  so  R  is  fitting  that  this 
Advance  he  dedicated  to  him.”

Some  Lessons  From 
The  Greenlease  Case 

Must,  if  not  all  of  our  readers 
have  read  the  shocking  details  of 
the  Greenlease  kidnapping  affair. 
To  our  way  of  thinking  this  is  one 
of  llie  most  fiendish  and  cruel 
crimes  in  modern  history.  It  is 
useless  to  give  the  details  here. 
Our  readers  are  familiar  with 
them.  However,  we  do  want  to 
call  your  attention  to  some  les¬ 
sons  that  tliis-cruel  crime,  in  all  its 
dastardly  details,  should  teach. 

Just  as  God  said  centuries  ago, 
it  is  still  true  that  “Be  sure  your 
sins  wID  find  you  out.  These  two 
criminals  thought  that  they  liad 
per) x-t rated  the  perfect  crime.  But 
the  ill-gotten  gains  brought  on 
drunken  sprees;  the  drunken 
sprees,  indiscretions;  indiscretions, 
detection.  The  same  thing  is  true 
of  sin  on  a  smaller  scale.  How¬ 
ever  little  the  sin  may  be,  it  is 
going  to  find  us  out.  Some  find  us 
out  in  one  way  and  some  in  an¬ 
other,  but  all  of  them  are  found 
out. 

And  in  connection  with  sin,  we 
would  also  note  that  sin  grows. 
Neither  Hall  nor  his  illicit  lover, 
Mrs.  Heady,  started  out  to  be  kid¬ 
nappers.  They  started  out  on 
small  thing*.  But  sin  grows.  The 
sinner  it  not  long  satisfied  with 
little  things;  he  wants  to  go  on 
to  bigger  and  bigger  sins.  Theirs 
seems  to  have  readied  the  end 
of  the  road;  we  can  think  of  no 
more  fiendish  sin  than  the  mur¬ 
der  of  that  innocent  child.  Of 
course,  kidnapping  is  a  crime.  But 
kidnapping  is  usually  done  for 
getting  a  ransom.  But  to  murder 
the  child  is  beyond  explanation. 
Hall  started  off  as  a  ‘ne’er-do-well" 
son,  then  a  draft  dodger,  then  a 
happy-go-lucky  spendthrift  (going 
through  with  >200,000  left  him  by 
his  father  within  four  years),  then 
robbing  taxi  drivers,  and  from  that 
lie  graduated  to  kidnapping  and 
murder. 

By  way  of  parenthesis  we 
should  like  to  nominate  Mrs. 
Heady  and  Mr.  Hall  as  “MEN  OF 
DISTINCTION.”  The  liquor  peo¬ 
ple  continue  to  run  a  series  of 
advertisements  with  the  title 
“Men  of  Distinction."  They  por¬ 
tray  some  fine  looking  successful 
man  as  he  drinks.  We  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  a  truer  advertisement 
would  be  pictures  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hall  in  their  drunken  orgies  after 
they  had  received  the  $600,000 
from  .Mr.  Greenlease. 

Another  lesson  that  we  all 
should  learn  is  that  the  wages  of 
sin  is  death.  Most  likely  in  the  case 
of  these  two  criminals  the  result 
will  be  physical  death.  Physical 
death  does  not  always  occur  be¬ 
cause  of  sin;  but  often  times  it  is 
hastened.  However,  every  unsaved

forgiven  for  their  dastardly  deeds. 


sinner  is  going  to  spend  an  eter¬ 
nity  in  hell. 

Ill-gotten  gains  never  make  peo¬ 
ple  happy.  Within  our  own  life 
we  have  known  many  people  who 
got  their  money  in  various  ways 
—some  honestly  and  some  dishon¬ 
estly.  We  do  not  know  of  a  single 
person  who  accumulated  money 
dishonestly  who  enjoyed  it-  Vari¬ 
ous  kinds  of  sorrows  and  disap¬ 
pointments  liave  come  into  their 
homes.  We  recall  just  now  a  man 
who  at  one  time  was  worth  more 
than  a  million  dollars.  Much  of 
that  money  had  come  by  taking 
advantage  of  poor  people.  He 
would  get  a  mortgage  on  their 
farm  and  then  squeese  the  last 
drop  of  blood,  and  after  that  the 
farm. 

But  there  came  a  day  of  reck¬ 
oning.  and  when  he  died  he  was 
rioting  a  few  acres  to  eke  out  a 
meager  living. 

Within  your  own  acquaintance 
you  perhaps  know  those  who  have 
gotten  money  and  land  through 
croked  deals  and  other  unfair  or 
unlawful  means.  Just  look  for 
yourself.  They  don’t  enjoy  it.  They 
may  ride  in  fine  cars  and  reside  in 
mansions,  but  within  their  heart 
there  is  an  unsatisfied  hunger  for 
that  which  they  do  not  have.  Ill- 
gotten  gains  of  the  two  kidnappers 
named  above  did  not  bring  them 
happiness.  It  only  brought  them 
drunkenness  and  to  the  woman, 
a  beating,  and  to  the  man.  a 
hangover,  with  death  in  the  of¬ 
fing. 

It  is  also  true  that  money  did 
not  bring  lmppiness  to  Mr.  Green- 
lease.  Perhaps  be  made  all  his 
money  honestly.  There  has  not 
been  one  word  printed  against 
him  or  his  character.  But  his 
money  cannot  replace  his  son,  nor 
can  it  cure  the  hurt  that  has  come 
to  him. 

Another  lesson  that  we  should 
learn  is  that  sin  can  be  forgiven 
but  the  results  stay.  It  is  possible 
that  these  kidnappers  could  be 
saved.  If  they  would  come  to  God 
with  contrite  hearts  just  as  any 
other  sinner  comes,  they  could  be 


But  the  Greenlease  child  cannot 
be  brought  back  to  life.  The  seat 
that  is  vacant  in  the  Greenlease 
home  can  never”  be  filled  by  the 
little  boy.  Toys  that  were  bis  can 
never  be  used  by  him. 

The  same  thing  is  true  of  other 
sinners.  They  may  be  saved  but 
when  God  saves  us  He  does  not 
erase  the  results  of  our  sins.  We 
may  sow  wild  oats,  but  if  we  do 
we  must  reap  wild  oats.  And  re¬ 
member  also  that  there  is  no  mar¬ 
ket  for  wild  oats.  If  in  our  younger 
years  we  live  lives  of  dissipation. 
God  can  and  will  gladly  forgive 
ns  of  our  sins  But  He  will  not 
give  us  back  the  robust  bodies 
that  would  have  been  ours  with 
clean  living. 

And  finally,  this  terrible  crime 
brings  home  sgaio  the  fact  that  it 
is  the  innocent,  not  the  guilty,  who 
suffer.  Hall  win  not  suffer  much. 
If  he  is  sentenced  to  death  it  will 
be  over  in  a  few  moments.  He  will 
not  have  his  teeth  knocked  out 
and  his  skull  banged  in  as  IlaU 
did  to  the  Greenlease  boy.  It  will 
be  just  a  few  moments  in  a  gas 
chamber  or  some  other  form  of 
death.  But  the  ones  who  suffer 
are  those  distraught  and  bereaved 
parents.  Never  again  will  they  sit 
down  at  their  table  but  what  they 
will  think  of  the  chair  that  is 
empty.  Never  again  will  they  hear 
the  chatter  of  children  but  what 
they  will  think  of  their  little  son. 
The  heartaches  will  be  the  heart¬ 
aches  of  the  innocent  parents,  not 
of  the  guilty  murderers.

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  hospital's 
care  and  treatment  is  gratis,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Leland  J.  Harper,  mis¬ 
sionary  administrator.  “Our  pri¬ 
mary  desire  is  to  serve  those-  who 
cannot  afford  medical  attention,” 
Mr  Harper  said.  “This  desire  is 
easily  realized  as  the  majority  of 
Paraguayans  have  never  known 
other  than  poverty.”  Religious  ac¬ 
tivities  form  a  vital  part  of  the 
hospital  activities.  The  gospel  ia 
presented  daily  in  music  and 
preaching  by  means  of  a  public 
address  system.  Each  room  and 
coiridor  has  a  loud-speaker.  One 
national  worker  come*  daily  to 
dedicate  her  time  to  personal  work 
among  the  patients  and  a  corps  of 
nurses’  aides  w tinea*  faithfully. 
In  July  alone  there  were  16  mani¬ 
festation!  of  faith  in  Christ  made 
io  the  hospital.
